The senate judiciary committee, 


of which Senator Norris (R) of 
Nebraska, is chairman, was au- 
thorized to conduct the inquiry 
and no strings were tied to the 
committee's activities. 


There was widespread specula- 


tion in Washington today as to 
how far the committee will go. If 
it decides to go thoroughly and ex- 
haustively into the subject there 
may be a succession of scandals 
that will make history, for it is 
conceded that lobbying of all kinds 
has increased tremendously in the 
capital since the war. 


COMMITTEE TO DECIDE 


The committee itself will decide 


the limits of its investigation. A 
meeting will be held in a few days 
to discuss the situation and map 
out plans. A sub-committee of 
probably five members will be ap- 
pointed to conduct the inquiry.

preferential employ ment. 
Dcfcstc Arc Functional. 
The majority of speech defects, 
fortunately , are functional in char­ 
acter, hot dependent oil definite or­ 
ganic lesions and can, therefore, be 
corrected. 
Most speech defects, it 
was said, develop in children be­ 
tween three and eight y ears old. 
The public health service listed 
retarded speech, imperfect speech 
associated 
with 
partial 
deafness, 
imperfections caused by malforma­ 
tions of the organs of speech, and 


the possibilities 
of improved me­ 
teorological service as a result of

| disordered speech may he an early 
I sy mptom of mental defect, speech 
development may he delay ed as late 
as nine y ears of age in children oth­ 
erwise normal. 
“Partial deafness may also be the 
cause of speech defect, it contin­ 
ued. 
Most deaf mutes have per­ 
fectly normal speech organs, but 
do not exercise them because of 
their

With them the underly ing 
cause of their inability to talk is 
deafness. 
Since imitation is such a j 
pronounced factor in the develop­ 
ment of speech in children, careful 
tests should be made of all speech 
defectives for the discovery of par- I 
tlal deafness which may easily ac- ¡ 
count 
for tho imperfect speech, j 
Such children should alway s he re- j 
ferred to an ear specialist for treat- ! 
ment; and if treatment is ineffec­ 
tive lip reading should be taught. 
Look for Malformations. 
“Imperfect speech also may he 
caused by malformation of speech- 
producing organs, such as harelip, 
very short upper lip. narrow palate, 
cleft 
palate, 
nasal 
obstruction, 
tongue-tie, and very irregular teeth. 
Careful search should he made for 
the presence of malformations in 
order that prompt corrective treat­ 
ment may he administered.

underly ing cause of stammering is Í 
purely mental. It Is essentially due !

It is most frequent­ 
ly observed in the so-called nervous, 
highly strung children. 
“As these children grow older they 
subconsciously 
fear 
that

speech organs will refuse to work 
and have the horror of being the ob­ 
ject of ridicule. 
A sense of in­ 
feriority develops, establishing a vi­ 
cious circle—the greater the dread, 
the more imperfect their speech. 
“Parents should not he deluded 
by any expectation that the child 
will outgrow the defect. 
Only the 
very mild cases developed through 
Imitation may be said to he out­ 
grown when the Increasing mental 
development of the child enables 
him to recognize and correct his 
mistak e. 
The wise parents will 
give close attention to the speech 
disorders of their children in order 
to remove the handicap In life 
which these disorders impose.”
